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Claims 1-9,11,12 relate to the treatment of diseases and to diagnostic 
applications which are actually not well defined. The use of the 
definitions "inhibition or reduction of angiogenesis, disease responding 
to inhibition or reduction of angiogenesis, disease responding to 
inhibition or reduction of VEGF production; in vitro diagnostic method" 
in the present context is considered to lead to a lack of clarity within 
the meaning of Article 6 PCT. The lack of clarity is such as to render a 
meaningful complete search not fully possible. 
Moreover, the claims cover all diseases responding to inhibition or 
reduction of angiogenesis and all 1n vitro diagnostic methods, whereas 
the application provides support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT 
and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for only a very 
limited number of such diseases and diagnostic methods. In the present 
case, the claims so lack support, and the application so lacks 
disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
is impossible. 

Present claims 1-14 relate to an extremely large number of possible 
compounds. Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and disclosure 
within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is to be found, however, for only a 
very small proportion of the compounds claimed. In the present case, the 
claims so lack support, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a 
meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. 
Consequently, the search has been restricted to the parts relating to the 
compounds mentioned in the examples, for the treatment of the diseases 
mentioned claims 10 and to the in vitro diagnostic methods for the 
diseases mentioned in claim 13, with due regard to the general Idea 
underlying the present invention.
